Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Re claim 1 , "the retainer having an integrally 
formed ribbed reinforcement structure" requires only that the retainer includes a ribbed reinforcement structure that is integrally formed, 
see the Final Action which provides suitable claim language, "the retainer being integrally formed with the intermediate ribbed 
reinforcement structure". Re claim 9, Koeske's disclosure that the ribbed reinforcement structure is capable of use at the retainer or 
piston side of the air spring fails to teach away from the structure being made unitary with the retainer. 
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
